“W ar has been prosecuted d ur­ 
in g that year In Europe," the 
goveror said , “in a way th at was 
n ot con sid ered possible w hen we 
last m et on this occasion .

con scious as it has n ever been 
before.” 
W ith a brief d i.scussion of the

It is difficult to im agine that situation would 
arise in this country but it is called to m ind by 
the vehem ence of W endell W illk ie’s attack upon 
that provision of 
the 
conscription bill which 
would give the governm ent the right to tak e over 
factories. 
Mr. W illk le sees dark ly these days. 
He 
is preying upon the fears of the A m erican people 
that in carrying forw ard 
a program of national 
defense private industry is to be shoved out of 
the saddle and Uncle Sam is going to tak e its 
place. 
T hat provision in the conscription bill to which 
Mr. W illk ie so vigorously and noisily objects is 
not a bad one. 
It gives the governm ent 
a club. 
If the em ergency arises, to prevent the people who 
w ill foot the bill for national defense from paying 
ex cessive prices for m aterials and arm s. 
This 
huge financial burden which has been thrust upon 
the Am erican people as 
a result of developm ents 
abroad, w ith the ax is powers seek ing to dom inate 
the w orld, should not be the signal for 
a fresh crop 
of m illionaires, born of 
a w ar boom. 
We w ant in­ 
dustry to prosper, and to prosper industry m ust 
operate profitably, but operating profitably does 
does not m ean tha t out of 
a country’s crisis men 
should m ak e huge profits and build or rebuild 
huge fortunes. 
Now nothing of that character 
may develop in which 
event it 
never 
w ill be 
necessary to m ak e use of the section w hich mak es 
W endell W illk ie see red. 
Not tha t Mr. W illk ie 
him self would favor any program of hug# profit 
but this new com er to national affairs apparently 
overlook s some of the logical and legitim ate pre­ 
cautions w hich ought to be throw n around any 
program of national defense. 
We say those pre­ 
cautions ought to be established only because of 
the ex periences 
in 
previous 
w ar, 
ex periences 
k nown to the public, w hen profiteering did tak e 
place and nothing could be done about it. 
T here are other reasons why in an em ergency 
this governm ent m ust have some m easure of con­ 
trol. 
No nation in Europe fighting for ex istence 
against totalitarian economy escaped, and those 
nations which ignored and neglected it found to 
their sorrow and m isery that neglect was fatal. 
The British discovered 
that, 
the 
conservative 
B ritish, and it was a conservative British govern­ 
m ent which took steps in defense of the ex istence 
of the em pire which w ould m ak e that conscrip­ 
tion provision seem tam e. 
It m ight be said that under program of national 
defense m en can be draw n into service, com pelled 
if necessary to leave their hom es and their jobs. 
Industry m ust not be required to accept 
a single 
restricUon. 
If that is M r. W illk ie’s idea then he 
doesn’t understand the thought or the tem per of 
the bulk of the A m erican people.

hos e w ho hold to the 
philosophy 
that any­ 
thing w orth w hile requires sacrifice w ill find 
no difficulty in reconciling the strange account of 
B ritish m orale given by Evelyn A. M ontague, son 
of a distinguished British novelist, and a m em ber 
of the staff of the M anchester G uardian. 
Amid screeching shells and deafening ex plosives, 
he w rites that B ritain today is a happy country^ 
and that the strangest thing that has happened is 
this strange new ly-found happiness. 
“O ur m ore am iable qualities—readiness to be­ 
lieve other m en’s words, friendliness tow ard a 
beaten enem y—helped to foster the delusion w hen 
in 1918 our 
soldiers 
came home 
vowing there 
would be no more w ar for any reason w hatever 
. . . It is the happiness of recovering our faith in 
ourselves, sapped by years of unnatural m eek ness 
in the face of insolent injustice. 
T hat is w hy now, 
at the m om ent w hen w ar is on their dwn door­ 
step, the B ritish are m ore com petent than they 
have been at any tim e since last Septem ber. They 
have grown steadily younger, m ore prim itive, if 
you lik e, m ore simple, unperplex ed, self-reliant 
and proud.” 
In no other w ay can this m iracle of the defense 
of the B ritish Isles be ex plained. 
In the closing 
72 hours of the w eek w hich ended Saturday, G er­ 
m an air forces, wave after wave, pounded B rit­ 
ish cities, including London, from the sk ies. 
It did 
not seem hum anly possible any nation could stand 
up under that punishm ent. But B ritain is, and the 
confident assertion tha t the 
B ritish 
have found 
tbem selvt's profound happiness in this w ar may 
be som ething m ore 
than 
m ere 
propaganda or 
boasting.

He has been playing football, but 
was slowed up by som ething the 
m atter w ith his back . 
The 
orthopedic 
surgeon 
said 
som ething lik e this to him; 
“I 
don’t k now how m uch good it w ill 
do, but I am going to forbid you 
to play football nex t fall, and I 
don’t k now w hether you w ill be 
able to play 
a year from now or 
not. To tell you the truth, I think 
you should never play football 
again. 
"You are very typical of hun­ 
dreds of young m en I see. 
Your 
m uscles have developed com plete­ 
ly but your bony structure is still 
soft. From the outside, at a casual 
glance, you Itx ik fine. But actually 
any 
strain 
m ight 
perm anently 
cripple you. 
"I ought to k now w hat I am 
talk ing about. I am the m edical 
,viser to two high schools, and 
ar after year I see the sam e 
thing. The only m istak es I m ak e 
are w hen I get soft-hearted and 
am persuaded to allow some boy 
to play football w hen I really 
think he shouldn’t. Every day in 
m y office I see m en perm anently 
injured as a result of playing 
football in high school.” 
Football’s A Punishing Game. 
It w ould be patronizing to say I 
agreed w ith this doctor. I believe 
football is too severe a gam e for 
anyone to play during the high 
school age. Last year about this 
tim e I argued to tha t effect in this 
colum n and I was the recipient of 
a sheaf of letters from football 
coaches telling me that I was all 
w et and that football had become 
perfectly safe game. It was 
hardly tw o w eek s later that I saw 
an item in the paper to the effect 
that a young m an, in a college 
football team , had sustained an 
injury tha t necessitated the am pu­ 
tation of one leg. T hat doesn’t 
sound as if they had m ade the 
gam e com pletely safe. 
If football w ere even a m ildly 
interesting gam e to watch 
any 
more, there m ight be that ex cuse 
for it.

V itam in B1 prevents d e­ 
velopm ent of certain form s cf 
neuritis, w hile B2 prevents the ap­ 
pearance of the deficiency dis­ 
ease, pellagra. 
B1 is destroyed 
by high tem peratures. A utoclaved 
yeast w ill not prevent neuritis but 
w ill prevent pellagra. 
O rdinary 
cook ing tem peratures probably do 
not destroy very m uch B l. Botn 
B1 
and B2 
are 
necessary for 
grow th and probably for w hat 
you call “general building up.” 
Nuts, yolk of eggs, cereals, whole 
w heat bread, 
w heat germ 
and 
yeast contain both V itam in B l 
and V itam in B2.

The federal go vernment made a 
2 millio n acre 
land 
grant fo r 
building the Plattsmo uth-Kear- 
ney line; it gave the ro ad o dd- 
numbered sectio ns alo ng the right 
o f way as so me o ther new lines 
were laid. 
It wasn’t all a o ne-way bargain. 
In fact, the B. & M. let the go v­ 
ernment’s o ffer lay do rmant fo r 
6 y ears befo re it decided to take 
the chance. 
As the ro ad was 
fo rged 
t h e 
go vernment 
also 
gained. 
It fo und that the even- 
numbered sectio ns, to which it 
retained title, mo re than do ubled 
in value. 
Furthermo re, do wn lo 
the present day , it has exercised 
the right to ship its pro perty and 
tro o ps at 50 per cent o f the co m­ 
mercial rate and its mail at 8 0 
per cent o f the usual charge. 
The railro ad’s ro le in settling 
and building Nebraska is a sto ry 
in itself. A. E. To uzalin, Geo rge 
Harris and Mr. MacFarland, all 
familiar names, were early day 
Burlingto n land co mmissio ners. 
After the ro ad reached Linco ln 
o ne o f its first mo ves was to build 
the B. 8c M. Emigrant Ho me here 
which ho used settlers free until 
they co uld select farms. Land was 
o ffered o n easy terms with ten 
y ears to pay . 
In th® early sev'enties a Ne­ 
braska 
co lo nizatio n 
pamphlet, 
penned by Rev. Geo rge Alex ander 
o f Nebraska City , was printed in 
English, German and Scandin­ 
avian. It bro ught settlers fro m all 
parts o f the wo rld. 
“Many cam® to America kno w­ 
ing o nly o ne perso n, the Burling­ 
to n land agent, and o nly two 
to wns—New Yo rk and Linco ln, 
Nebraska.” Histo rian A. E. Shel­ 
do n repo rts. 
The ro ad’s wo rk didn’t sto p 
with getting the i^o ple o n the 
land. Like a hen with chicks, the 
C. B. 8c Q, appo inted agricultural 
agents to aid settlers in wo rking

One o f the great achieve­ 
ments o f American railro ading 
during tha past ten y ears has 
been the way It has revo lutio n­ 
ized its freight service to meet 
the urgencies o f co nditio ns in 
these times. 
In this regard the Burlingto n 
railro ad has carried the to rch o f 
pro gress with Justifiable pride. 
Its fo rward lo o king freight po licy 
has had the twin go als o f saving 
the cu.sto mer mo ney and build 
ing the eco no my o f the territo ry 
it serves. 
To get the full picture it is 
illuminating to go back to 191.3 
when No . 70, the fast freight o f 
tho se day s, left Hastings at ”:30 
in the evening and ro lled into the 
Linco ln y ards 4 ho urs and 35 
minutes later fo r an o verall speeo 
o f 20.3 mil« ? per ho ur. 
iireat Things Have Happened. 
Two decades later, in 1930, No . 
70 left Hastings at 2:15 p. m. 
and reached Linco ln 4 ho urs and 
15 minute.s later fo r an o verall 
speed o f 22.7 MPH.

The Grand Island sugar beet 
facto ry , first o n its lines, was set 
up in 18 90 and is still go ing. 
The 
Burlingto n 
railro ad 
set 
up a fine ex perimental farm at 
Ho ldrege which made many val­ 
uable co ntributio ns to the science 
o f dry land farming. 
It co nstantly enco uraged irriga­ 
tio n. It helped create the turkey - 
gro wing industry in Nebraska. It 
saved Nebraskans $3,000,000 per 
y ear by its drive against wheat 
smut lo sses. 
The Burlingto n bro ught in ami 
distributed free the first alfalfa 
seed used in Nebraska. It planted 
trees fo r sno w fences in 18 72 and 
has pro mo ted tree-gro wing o n the 
farms ever since. 
It pio neered in intro ducing so y 
beans to Nebraska. It has co n- 
' stantly co o perated with 4-H clubs 


and 
agricultural 
o fficials. 
The 
Burlingto n, in sho rt, has had "bet­ 
ter farming’’ as o ne o f its ideals. 
As the railro ad, largely by dint 
o f fine Irish labo r, pressed west 
fro m Linco ln it laid o ut to wnsites 
in alphabetical o rder—Crete, Do r­ 
chester, Ex eter, Fairmo nt, etc. 
Often the settlers, in hard times, 
gained needed funds by wo rking 
with the co nstructio n gangs. Fo r 
ex ample a Red Willo w co imty 
histo rian, telling o f the co ming o f 
the Burlingto n to Indiano la in 
18 8 0, makes this o bservatio n: 
“The co ming o f the railro ad xvas 
a go dsend to the settlers as it 
pro vided wo rk at a time when 
jo bs were badly needed.”
